MOLDS, FUNGI ATT LUNGS 

in Ohe last. 50 years. we physicians. have 
found a number of diseases of the. luogs 
which are due to molds or fungi: Often the 
picture in the x-ray films is sufficiently dif 
ferent from that of tuberculosis so that an 
expert can recoghize -it. Oftentimes, exami- 
nation of the sputum by an expert will show 
the presence of large amounts of a. certain 
mold, or the mold can be cultured from the 
sputum. These mold« are particularly likely 
to affect persons who live in certain parts 
of the United States 

Unfortunitely, for most of the molds we 
have no very satisfactory treatment. The 
important thing for a person with a ques 
tionable disease of the lungs is to see, if 
possible, an expert in diseases of the chest.

Gas Pipeline 
Plan Launched 


Construction of a second nat- 
ural gas pipeline from north 
eastern British Columbia to the 
lower mainiand coast is pro 
posed by Peter A. Schwerdt, an 
independent oil operator and 
promoter 

From Toronto Mr 
Schwerdt announced he has in 
structed a solicitor to take the 
necessary for. inc 
ing a company in British Colum 
bia to build the line 

Westcoast Transmission Com 
pany is already building the 
first pipeline from the rich gas 
fields of the Peace River block 
down to Vancouver with an out- 
let to the United States. A re 
cent announcement said it is 
one-third finished. 

Mr. Schwerdt, who flew to 
Toronto ‘Wednesday froin Vic 
toria after issuing a statement 
criti¢izing the B.C. govern. 
ment’s handling of ofl and gas 
resources, sald that within 10 
years at least three pipelines 
will be needed to carry the gas 
to market. 

He said his proposed line 
would be wholly within British 
Columbia, designed to bring the 
gas from the Peace River area 
sand deliver it to consumers in 
the populous coast.area at rea 
sonable prices to the consumer 

Mr. Schwerdt said a letter of 
intent to form the company and 
seek rights on the new gas line 
would be filed with B.C. Public 
Utilities Commission later ‘to 
day 

He did not discuss details of 
proposed financing but said he 
was certain that funds could be 
made available for the project

like bombs and cascaded water 
to the shoreside treetops. 

Nearest eyewitness to the 
accident was Fred Rolston, 25, 
568 Whiteside, Victoria. He had 
been working on the roadway, 
directing traffic, halting cars 
as the crew above him loosened 
the big rocks which had been 
dislodged by earlier blasting 
operations. 

“The slide started about 200 
feet above them. All I could see 
was the red shirt (Kennedy's) 
coming down. Kennedy had 
never scaled before. He never 
had a chance. 

“They had ropes up there, I 
don't know why they never put 
them on.” 

Other workers felt the slide 
may. have started from a com 
bination of events—heavy rains 
the day previous, the earlier 
blasting operations and perhaps 


the vibrations from trains pass- | 


ing over the E. and N. tracks 
which pass across the side of 
the mountain above where the 
slide started.
